Ether  13:  9;  note  the  context 
showing  this  condition  to  be  subsequent  to  the  mil- 
lennium, and  study  especially  Doc.  and  Gov.  29: 
.     22-25;  see  also  130:  9). 

2.  Gharacterized  by  victory  over  sin  and  death  (I  Gor. 

15  :  24-26;  see  also  Rev.  21  :  1-4). 

3.  To  be  the  abode  of  celestial  beings  (Doc.  and  Gov. 

88:25,26;  130:9). 

Observe  that  the  earth  has  to  undergo  a  change  anal- 
ogous to  physical  death,  and  to  be  regenerated  in  a 
manner  comparable  to  a  resurrection.  See  refer- 
ences la<=;t  cited,  and  observe  throughout  the  lesson 
next  following,  the  analogy  between  the  regener- 
ation of  the  earth  and  the  resurrection  of  the  hu- 
man body.

Observe  that  paradise 
is  not  the  place  of  final  glory,  but  a  temporary 
abode  characterized  by  a  state  of  peace  where  rest 
the  spirits  worthy  of  coming  forth  in  the  first  res- 
urrection.

a.  Dependent    on    tiie    worshiper's    comprehension 

of  worthiness  characterizing  the  object  of  his 
reverence. 

b.  Knowledge  of  the  divine  personahty  and  attri- 

bntes  is  therefore  essential  to  our  intelligent 
worship  of  the  true  and  living  God. 

II.  Religious  Intolerance. 

1.  .\n  infringement  of  human  rights. 

a.  It  implies  interference  with  man's  free  agency, 

which  is  a  gift  of  God  (see  Lesson  2, — "Free 
Agency)." 

b.  Note  that  our  national  constitution     professedly 

safe-guards  this  right  by  forbidding  the  enact- 
ment of  any  law  "respecting  ^i  establishment 
of  religion,  or  preventing  the  free  exercise 
thereof"  (Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
first  amendment). 

2.  Intolerance  is  unscriptural. 

a.  Intolerance  restrained  (Mark  11  :  38-41  ;  see  also 

Luke  9:  49,  50,  and  compare  Numbers  11: 
27-29.  For  another  instance  see  Luke  9:  51- 
56;  compare  John  3:  17,  and  12:  47).  Study 
the  lesson  taught  in  the  parable  of  wheat  and 
tares  (Matt.  13:  24-30). 

b.  Toleration  positively  enjoined  (Matt.  5  :  44,  45). 

3.  Religious  liberty  j^roclaimed  as  an  inalienable  right 

of  man,  bv  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  (  Doc.  and  Cov.  f34:  2,  4,  7,  9,  10). 

111.   Toleration  is  Not  jleeeptanee. 

1.  Note  that  the  heathen  who  have  known  no  law  are 
to 'have  part,  in  the  first  resurrection  (Doc.  and 
Cov.  45  :  54;  76:  72;  compare  Romans  2:  12).  Yet 
this  is  not  assurance  that  heathen  idolatry  is  sanc- 
tioned.    In   justice,  those  who  have  lived  without 
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opportunity  of  learning  the  law  are  to  be  tolerated 
until  the  law  is  made  known  unto  them. 
2.  Distinction  between   sin   and  the  sinner    (Doc.   and 
Cov.  1:  31-33). 

a.  "For  I  the  Lord  cannot  look  upon  sin  with  tiie 

least  degree  of  allowance"  (verse  31). 

b.  "Nevertheless,  he  that  repents  and    does     the 

commandments  of  the  Lord  shall  be  forgiven" 
(verse  32).

1.  Founded  on  love  for  our  fellow  men.

b.  Note  the  teaching  of  John,  who  has  been  called 

the  "Apostle  of  Love"  (I  John  4:7,8,  20,  21 ) . 

3.  Benevolence  enjoined  (Proverbs  19:  17;  Luke  10: 

25-37;  B.  of  M.,  Alma  34:  28.  29;  Mosiah 
4  :  16-24 ;  Doc.  and  Gov.  38  :  35  ;  42  :  30-38 ;  56 :  16- 
20;  72:  12;  83:  6;  84:  112). 

IV.  Charity. 

1.  Charity  and  benevolence  compared.    Note  the  double 

sense  in  which  the  term  "charity"  is  used. 

a.'  Benevolence  includes  and  far  exceeds  charity  re- 
garded as  mere  giving,  such  as  alms-giving. 

b.  Charity  means  love  toward  our  fellows. 

Study  with  care  Paul's  masterly  explanation  of  char- 
ity. Observe  that  the  apostle  means  by  char- 
ity more  than  alms-giving  as  shown  by  verse 
3  (I  Cor.  13).  Among  other  scriptures  see 
B.  of  M.,  Mosiah  4:  16-24. 

Y.  Benevolence  Manifested  by  the  Church  'Today. 

1.  Love  toward  mankind  shown  by  extensive  mission- 

ary labor — a  labor  of  love  and  self-sacrifice  on  the 
part  of  individual  missionaries  and  the  Church 
alike. 

2.  Charity  as  expressed  in  material  giving — an  impor- 

tant requirement  in  the  Cluirch — exi)rcsscd  in  our 
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■   system  of  tithes  and  offerings    (to  be  studied   in 
next  lesson).

1.  Observe  that  consecration  of  material  possessions  is 

not  peculiar  to  the  present  dispensation  (Read  Acts 
4:32,  34,  35;  see  also  2:  44-46). 

2.  But  even  in  the  apostolic  period  above  referred  to 

the  practice  of  property-consecration  and  owner- 
ship-in-common was  old.  Note  that  one  charac- 
teristic of  "Zion" — the  Lord's  pure  in  heart — was 
"there  was  no  poor  among  them."  (P.  of  G.  P., 
.  Moses  7:  16-18). 

3.  Spiritual  strength  attained  through  consecration. 

a.  Enoch  and  his  people  were  taken  by  the  Lord 
(P.  of  G.  P.,  Moses  7:  18,  69;  compare  Doc. 
and  Gov.  38:  4;  45:  11,  12;  84:  99,  100;  see 
also  97:  21;  84:  100). 

4.  Other  Book  of  Mormon  scriptures  relating  to  con-

2.  The  majority  of  Christian  sects  observe  Sunday  as 

the  weekly  Sabbath. 

3.  Change  from  Saturday  to  Sunday  probably  began 

soon  after  the  resurrection  of  Christ,  which  event 
occurred  on  a  Sunday;  (Matt.  28 :  1 ;  Mark  16:  1  : 
Luke  24 :  1 ;  John  20  :  1 ) ,  in  remembrance  of  which 
this  dav  came  to  be  known  as  the  Lord's  day  (Rev. 
1  :  10;  compare  Acts  20:  7;  I  Cor.  16:  2). 

4.  In  the  present  dispensation  the  weekly  day  of  rest  and 

special  worship  has  been  definitely  established  as 
Sunday  or  "the  Lord's  day"  (Doc.  and  Cov.  59: 
12).

P.,  Moses  3:  18,  24). 

2.  Marriage  sustained  by  scripture  of  later  date. 

a.  Neither  man  nor  woman  alone  capable  of  at- 

taining perfection  (I  Cor.  11  :  11). 

b.  Marriage  is  honorable  (Hebrews  13:  4;  see  also 

Ephesians  5 :  22-33). 

c.  Lehi  commanded  to  provide  wives  for  his  son> 

(B.  of  M.,  I  Nephi  7:  1.  2;  see  also  16:  7,  8). 
Note  the  recognition  of  family  organization 
among  the  Nephitcs  (Mosiah  2:  1,  5). 
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(1.  Marriage  sanctioned  in  the  present  dispensation 
(see  text  cited  at  beginning  of  this  lesson — 
Doc.  and  Cov.  49:  15-17;  also  75  :  28 ;  83 :  2). 

II.  Tlic  Marriage  Covenant. 

1.  A  civil  contract,  provided  for  and  regulated  under 

the  laws  of  established  governments.  Society  is 
thus  afforded  protection  against  the  ill  effects  of 
marital  association  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
law.  The  law  defines  the  authority  necessary  to 
solemnize  a  marriage,  by  delegating  the  power  to 
certain  officers  of  the  law,  and  by  recognizing  the 
priestly  authority  of  churches. 

2.  In  addition,  marriage  is  recognized  as    a     spiritual 

contract  by  most  professed  Christians,  by  some  of 
the  so-called  non-Christian  sects,  and  by  all  who 
believe  in  the  whole  of  the  revealed  law  of  God. 
To  solemnize  a  marriage  as  a  religious  ceremony 
embodying  a  spiritual  contract  between  the  parties, 
the  requisite  priestly  authority  must  officiate. 

Til.  Marriage  as  Prescribed  and  Regulated  Under  the  Laies 
of  tJie  Churcli  Today. 

1.  Marriage   for  time,   in  which  the  covenants  of  the 

parties  are  for  the  term  of  mortal  life  only;  this 
is  a  lesser  or  temporal  order  of  matrimony. 

2.  Marriage  for  time  and  for  eternity,  requiring  the 

authority  of  the  holy  priesthood  for  its  validation 
and  involving  covenants  extending  beyond  the  term 
of  mortal  life.  (Study  with  care  Doc.  and  Cov. 
132:  15-17).  This  order  of  marriage  is  based  on 
the  "New  and  Everlasting  Covenant.''  which  will 
be  studied  in  the  lesson  following.  (Sec  "Compen- 
dium of  the  Doctrines  of  the  Gospel,"  pp.  118-124, 
subject:  "Marriage — a  divine  institution  and  de- 
signed to  be  eternal." 

1\'.  Blessings  and  Responsibilities  of  Marriage.
